DENVER, June 19.—The split 
between the two factions of Irish 
sympathizers in the American Fed-

Recently I visited a country h 
where the guests, which included 
well-known artist, a theatricas pro- 
ducer, two or three society women 
and a movie star, sat cross-legged 
on a lawn all day long spinning 
this illusive top. They played from 
11 o'clock until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


CRIME STATISTICS. 
The New York Tribune has col- 
lected some appalling statistics on 
crime in New York City. Since the 
first of the year there have been 
169 murders in the lity. Of these 
fifty-nine are unsolved. 

In the Borough of Manhattan 
alone there have been  sevanty 
killings and only two convictions, 
thirty-nine of the number being un- 
solved or the known criminals not 
apprehended. There has been a 
murder on an average of every three 
days since the first of the year. 

The truth ts, New York seems to 
have outgrown the bounds that any 
city should attain. It is too big 
for the police just as it is too big for 
the transportation systems, the har- 
bor, the telephone and all other 
pubiie utilities. 

This array of murders has left the 
big town undismayed. ven the 
. tacle of armed men standing at 
the doorways of the big Fifth-ave. 
nue stores and banks with mountel 
machine guns is regarded as only 
mildly interesting. 

CHILD IS MURDERED.. 

The one crime that has thorough- 
ly aroused New York is tne <illing 
of the 6-year-@ld Italian boy. 
Giuseppe Varotta, who was fou d 
drowned in Hudson River after his 
father had refused to pay tribute to 
the kidnapers. 

Varotta’s father was a humble 
working man without much means, 
and the wanton killing of his baby 

regarded ag a direct ani open 
challenge to the police of New York 
by the same forces which have ter- 
rorized Sicily for years.

The 
code of honor there is: “If I die I 
torgive you.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 19.—"The 
banking situation in California today 
justifies a calm and intelligent op- 
timism,” Charles F. Stern, State Su- 
perintendent of Banks, declared in a 
statement reviewing the activities of 
his office during the thirty months 
he has been superintendent.

Stern resigned recently to enter pri- 
vate banking work. 

“Im the two sessions of the Legis- 
lature covered by this period the 
California Bank Act has been mod- 
ernized and liberalized without the 
sacrifice of any element of safety in 
regulation,” the statement said. 
“The old handcuffs and manacies 
have been stricken from the law and 
the resources of the State banks of 
California have been made more suf- 
ficiently available for the develop- 
ment needs of California, and 


ithe gap between the State and Fed- 


eral banking structures been 
bridged.” 

Mr. Stern potnted out that during 
his incumbency the State met the de- 
mands of war finance, “went 
through the hysteria of inflation and 
endured the pains of deflation.” To 
prove that these crises 
met conspicuously well in Califor- 
nia, he included a set of figures 
showing increases in April, 1921, as 
against December, 1918, in capital, 
surplus, resources, deposits and de- 
positors in commercial and savings. 
banks. 

In taking office, Mr. Stern said, he 
found eight banks in liquidation. 
One of these, the Union Savings 
Bank of Santa Rosa, has just been 
closed, after paying depositors 100 
cents on the dollar within a year.

About 130 pounds of salt was pro- 
duced in the United States in 1920 
for each person in the country. Of 
course, every one or any one of the 
106,000,000 inhabitants did not use 
or eat that much salt, but salt is em- 
ployed for many other than culinary 
uses. It is used in packing meat, 
curing fish, dairying, refrigerating, 
preserving products from deteriora- 
tion, making a glaze on pottery. 
enameling, curing hides, making 
pickles, and salting live stock, and 
it is used in some chemical indus- 


tries, as in pre soda ash and 

caustic soda. | 
According to figures just com- 

piled by the United States Geological 


Survey, Department of the Interior, 
the quantity of salt pupduced in the 
United States in: 1920 was 6,965,188 
short tons, or only slightly less than 
that produced in the peak year, 
1917. The value of the product was 
$30,539,168, or nearly $3,500,000 
more than in any other year. The 
av e price per ton of all salt 

by the producers in any form 
rose from $3.93 to $4.38.. The 


Imports of salt in 1920 
amounted to 137,654 short tons and 
were practically balanced by the ex- 
ports, which amounted to 139,272 

In 1919 Callfornia stood fifth on the 
list of fifteen States and Territories 
in the production of salt. The total 
produced was 200,115 short tons, val- 
ved at $1,555,596,

STEAM AN O GLECTRIC CARS 
PRODUCED IN U. 8. IN 1919. 

A preliminary statement of the 
general results of the 1919 Census of 
Manufactures with reference to the 
construction of steam and electric 
railroad cars has been issued by the 
Bureau of the Census, Department 
of Commerce. 

Returns were received in 1919 
from 121 establishments which manu- 
factured 162,411 steam ‘and electric 
railroad cars, valued at $403,517,000, 
these figures including such cars as 
were built in railroad repair shops, 
and as subsidiary products by es- 
tablishments engaged in 
other lines of manufacture. 

Of the total number of cars built 
in 1919, 160,159 were for use on 
steam railroads, and 2,352 on electric 
roads. Only 294 steam passenger 
cars were constructed during the 
year as compared with 3,568 in 1914, 
while, on the other hand, freight and 
other types of steam railroad cars in- 
creased from 131,292 in 1914, to 159, 
865 in 1919. 


HOT SPOT IN ARCTIC? 


Scientists to Explore Northern Region for 
Oasis of Warmth. 


warmth exists. 

The belief comes from a discovery 
of a sudden and unexpected change 
in climate noted by C. J. McIntyre 


and two companions, traveling north 
of the Porcupine by dog sledge last 
winter. 

The thermometer that day was 40 
deg. below zero, when it began to 
rise rapidly.

AIRPLANE DEPARTMENT 
TO BE ORGANIZED. 


STATE TO CONFORM WITH BILL 
PASSED BY LEGISLATURE; 
TO CONTROL gIR.

SACRAMENTO, June 19.—Or- 
ganization of an airplane department 
of the State Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment will be undertaken immedi- 
ately by Superintendent Chenu, in 
conformity with instructions con- 
tained in a bill passed by the last 
Legislature and signed by Gov. 
Stephens. 

The bill provides for the licens- 
ing and control of airplanes in Cali- 
fornia and places the duty in charge 
of Chenu as head of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Department, 

Undér the law, which goes into 
effect in July, every civilian aviator 
in the State must be licensed. Be- 
fore he can be licensed he must 
pass a test equal to that prescribed 
by the Army and Navy for aviators. 
Every airplane must be listed, and 
a license number taken out for it. 
These numbers must not be less 
than three feet in height. No one 
under the age of 19 years will be 
eligible to drive an airplane. 

The license fee will not be less 
than $5 per machine, and the exam- 
matlon fee for aviators will not be 
less than $25. No compensation is 
allowed the examining board and 
Chenu will endeavor to have Army 
aviation officers assist his depart- 
ment in working out the proper ex- 
amination, he said, 

Under the law, Chenu will 
be charged with enforcing regula- 
tions regarding acrobatic flights and 
flying over parks, public grounds 
and cities. The law prohibits acro- 
batic stunts under the altitude of 
1500 feet, and prohibits flying over 
public parks, grounds and other 
public gathering places, under an 
altitude sufficient to permit gliding 
to some open caso

Senator Willis of Ohio, objects 
to Nauts although he was consulted 
concerning his appointment, but Sen- 
ator Lodge was not only not con- 
sulted to Klein's appointment but 
does not profess to know anything 
about him. 

MATTER BRIDGED OVER. 

At the outset of his administra- 
tion President Harding ran afou) 
of Senator Spencer of Missouri by 
nominating Charles Madison for 
District Attorney in the Kansas City 
district of Missouri without notify- 
ing the Senator. This appointment 
was finally bridged over when the 
President announced that ft was a 
personal appointment. 

Then came the nomination of E. 
Mont Reilly of Missouri to be Gov- 
eryor of Porto Rico on the strength 
of the fact that he was the original 
Harding man in Missouri, although 
not aligned with either Republican 
faction in the State. 

The nomination of John J. Esch 
of Wiscongin aroused the antagon- 
ism of Senator La Follette and Sen- 
ator Hiram Johnson of California 
also objected and still objects to 
several nominations made by the 
President. 

PERSONAL APPOINTMENTS. 

In Ohio a considerable number 
of personal appointments have been 
made by the President including 
that of Brig.-Gen. Sawyer and D. R. 
Crissinger, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. Last week Senator Willis, 
the Republican Senator from Ohio, 
broke through the lines and got the 
appointment of Maj. Roy Hayes to 
be prohi¥ition commissioner. 

Almost Immediately thereafter the 
nomination of Nauts to be collector 


of internal revenue at Toledo came 


to the Sena and Senator Willis. 
recognizing auts as a political 
friend of Walter F. Brown., also ap- 
pointed as the President's personal 
representative on the government 
reorganization commission, drew 
the line. Brown opposed Willis fer 
Senator in Ohio last year. While it 
is doubtful whether Senator Willis 
has a case against Nauts sufficient 
to prevent the final confirmation. un- 
less the Senate lines up to put an 
end to friction over appointments, 
he has announced his intention to 
fight Nauts to the bitter end. 
LODGE TAKES ACTION. 

Senator Lodge ts not saying much 
openly concerning the Klein appoint- 
ment but he had held it up. This 
appointment was made on the rec- 
ommendation of Secretary Hoover 
and Senator Lodge has been at the 
White Houst to talk it over. In this 
instance no notice was given the Re- 
publican leader in the Senate as is 
usually done in such cases. The 
selection of Klein is understood to 
be based on an investigation of his 
fitness for the place and without re- 
gard to politics, but the Massachu- 
setts Senator is not at all pleased 
with the way it was done. 

Several good friends of President 
Harding in the Senate have not 
hesitated to let the White House 
know in the last few days that there 
is a storm brewing in the Senate 
over the patronage question, and 
that appointments without previous 
consultation with senators who have 
to stand for them at home, wether 
responsible for them or not, must 
stop. Senator Jones, who is chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce, was coysulted with ref- 
erence to the personnel of the Ship- 
ping Board, but it is understood he 
was not at all pleased with the board 
as chosen by the President, being 
especially desirous of seeing a ship- 
ae B expert at the head of that 


There are indications that the 
President will. endeavor to find 
means of placating the Senate, which 
is watching with envious eyes the 
filling of many posts by personal ap- 
pointment by the administration.

SPLIT OF DRYS 
GROWS SERIOUS. 


Volstead Bill Controversy 
Takes Acute Phase. 


Dinwiddie Wants Wheeler to 
Live Up to Promises. 


Declares Anti. Saloon League 
Should Keep Faith. 


(EXCLOSIVE 

WASHINGTON, June 16. — The 
controversy over the Volstead bill 
to amend by making more severe 
the National Prohibition Act is 
based on fundamental differences 
between the drys. Large groups of 
Congressmen are tired of being 
driven by Wayne B. Wheeler and 
other radicals of the Anti-Saloon 
League to vote for absurd meas- 
ures. In former fights Mr. Wheeler 
has had as his opponents the unpop- 
ular brewers and distillers, but now 
he is confronted by reputable phy- 
sicilans and business men who are 
trying to stay within the law. 

“PRE-ELECTION PLEDGE.” 

For many years Edward C. Din- 
widdie, the leader of the prohibition 


forces Who lobbied through Con- l 


gress the Webb-Kenyon bill, the 
prohibition amendment resolution 
and the Volstead Act, told members 
of the House and Senate that ha 
was after the manufacturer and 
seller of beverage liquors, but not 
the doctor and the manufacturer 
who used whisky, wine and beer as 
a medicine or in business. 

“I am trying my best to keep faith 
with the people who stood with me 
for years in the great battle against 
intoxicating deverages, said he. “I 
have not ¢ d. but I want to let 
it be known that I adhere to my 
pledge. I would not curtail the 
rights of the reputable physician. It 
was never the purpose of the men 
who voted for prohibition to pro- 
hibit the use of intoxicating liquors 
for nonbeverage purposes. I would 
rather leave the matter in the hands 


of the good doctors and ministers © 


of the country than to go wrong in 
restricting them. We promised that 
alcohol could be used for industria} 
purposes. We must not go back on 
our pledged word.” 
ARE UNDEPENDABLE. 

As was stated recently, Mr. Din- 

widdie believes it would be a mis- 


take to create the impression that 
no promise the prohibitionists make 
can be depended upon. 

Representative Volstead and 
Wayne B. Wheeler are indignant at 
Mr. Dinwiddie. They are also wor- 
ried. Mr. Volstead, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee; may not 
be hit, but the signs point to the 
administering of a parliamentary 
chastisement upon him. which are 
sometimes as disagreeable as any 
other — * Instead of finding his 
colleagués yielding to his suggestion 
for a “gag rule” to put through his 
supplemental prohibition bill, he is 
runnting into what looks Uke unani- 
mous rejection on the part of the 
Rules Committee—which has been 
very lentent this session on rules 
for measures from the Repubtican 
side of the House.

The “snuff” is nicotine guiphate 
mixed with kaolin to make 40 per 
cent nicotine.

Attitude of Los Angeles is 
Told by Engineer. 

Mayor Host to 

Bakersfield Conclave. 


[EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 
BAKERSFIELD, June 19.—Wa- 
ter and power were the principal 
subjects before the San Joaquin 
Valley League of Municipalities’ Con- 
vention held here yesterday after- 
noon with F. A. Cleveland of Cor- 


‘coran presiding in the absence of 


Willlam F. Toomey of Fresno. R. 
C. Gardett of Los Angeles, and Col. 
R. B. Marshall, author of a proposed 
irrigating plan for the State were 
the principal speakers, 

Other addresses were delivered at 
the session by Alexander Gordon of 
Fresno, resident of the valley for al- 
most fifty years, and a former mem- 
ber of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, who spoke on water and land 
conditions in California and advo- 
cated adoption of the Marshall plan 
or some similar method as the 
best and most practicable solution 
of the Statewide desire for irrigation. 

Jay A. Hinman, secretary of the 
league, in an address before the ses- 
sion, dwelt on the probable cost of 
the Marshall plan, declared his be- 


lief in its Feasibility and also 
sketched the so-called “Ontario 
plan” of municipal district 
ownership. 


ANGELENO SPEAKS. 


R. C. Gardett, assistant electrical 
engineer of the Bureau of Power and 
Light, Department of Public Service 
of the City of Los Angeles, appeared 
“unofficially,” he sald on behalf of 
that city in response to an invita- 
tion from the league to be present 
and frankly announce the attitude 
of Los Angeles in connection with 
fillings on twenty-seven water and 
power sites on streams in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

Mr. Gardett, who formerly ro- 
sided in Bakersfield, declared flat- 
ly that Los Angeles had been mis- 
Represented and that all charges of 


“encroachments” and “usurpa- 
tions” by that city on ter and 
power sites were ut foun- 


ti 

Of the twenty-seven filings, Mr. 
Gardett asserted that Los Angeles 
long ago had relinquished twenty of 
them and now retains only seven on 
the Kings River, and two on the 
south fork of the Kern River. These 
are retained by preliminary filings, 
he said, and the party of Los Angeles 
surveyors now in the Rock House 
section of the Kern River, accord- 
ing to Mr. Gardett, merely is gom- 
pleting work to meet the require- 
ments of the State Water Commis- 
sion. 

BITES RELINQUISHED. 


Of the twenty sites relinquished, 
Gardett sald several were within the 
boundaries of the national parks, 
which fact made them “immune 
from grabbing” by any municipal- 
ity, corporation or individual, and 
the remainder, mostly on the Kings 
and Calwa rivers, ad promptly 
been relinquished by Los Angeles, 
he sald, as as that city de- 
came aware that they had been in- 
cluded in a comprehensive plan of 
development by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company. 

The Owens River system, Mr. 
Gardett concluded, was sufficient for 
the needs of Los Angeles, including 
domestic use and power for the sup- 
plying of energy for all “normal” 
manufacturing requirements, until 
its population had reached approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 persons. 

Mayor E. I. Hougham entertained 
about twenty-five delegates and 
others at a noon luncheon. Mr. 
Hougham, who acted as toast mas- 
ter, called for addresses from sev- 
eral guests and responses were 
made by Alexander Gordon, R. C. 
Greckler of Turlock, and Col. Mar- 
shall. 

ol. Marshall paid a warm tribute 
to Charles A. Bartow, president of 
the California Irrigation Associa- 
tion, largely through whose inde- 
fatigable efforts the assotiation has 
been organized, and through whose 
faith, perseverance and enthusiasm 
an appropriation of $200,000 for 
prellmmary surveys was obtained 
from a Legislature last spring that 
was confronted with an $8,000,000 
deficit.

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AND THE FULLNESS 
THEREOF. 

While the earth endureth seedtime and 
harvest shall not fail. We have this cheer- 
ful assurance from the pages of Holy Writ 
and it is both pertinent and practical. 

For under this guarantee we know that 
no permanent harm can come to the hu- 
man race except through willful and per- 
sistent disregard for the divine law of mul- 
tiplication. And it is hardly probable that 
the human race will be so unitedly pig- 
headed as entirely to cut off its supply to 
spite ite demand. 

During the late war, indeed, the nations 
did dangerously control the supply of many 
essentials to prevent their enemies from 
satisfying their demands. Moreover, the 
exigencies of war did for a time materially 
increase the number of consumers and re- 
duce the number of producers. On account 
of which state of affairs certain alarmists 
foresaw as an aftermath of the destruction

When the visible supply of the world’s 
copper was being recklessly blown away 


into the air, when nations were destroying. 


that precious meta! faster than it could 
be produced, economists foresaw a long era 
of shortage before the world’s supply would 
again approach normalcy. Yet already, 
scarcely two years after the signing of the 
armistice, copper mines in Arizona are clos- 
ing down because they have so large a sur- 
plus of the metal on hand that it cannot be 
profitably disposed of. 

Cotton was another material essential 
for carrying on the waste of war. Cotton 
was so prodigally converted into explosive 
gases that the possibility of the human race 
running out of underwear loomed menac 
ingly on the post-war horizon. So that man- 
ufacturers were feverishly devising paper 
clothes and farmers firiously turning all 


suitable acreage into cotton fields. 


And now, while our Representatives and 
Senators are still wrangling futilely over 
the wording of a peace resolution, cotton 
has already become such a drug on the mar- 
ket that farmers are transforming their late 
cotton flelds into alfalfa and sorghum 
ranches.

That was why the people of Pasadena took 


counsel and passed an ordinance that was

Because of her unsavory 
flock all specimens were to be excluded. 
Her name was Martyr and the fates were 
to make her one. 

When the ordinance was promulgated oth- 
er dwellers were heard from. It appeared 
that there were quite a number of private 
goats in the city—-goats that were fumi- 
gated and barbered and even goats whose 
voices had been trained. It would be a 
shame for Pasadena to adopt an ordinance 
directed at one weak woman just because 
she kept a kennel of strong goats. There- 
fore, if her pets were banished, all should 
feel the lash of ostracism. 

.. Whereupon the champions of the goat 
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appeared. One man explained that he had 
a noiseless goat that never could disturb 
anybody. He had early formed the habit 
of beating the animal with a horse whip 
whenever it bleated and now it was vir- 
tually dumb. It never even peeped when 
it was hungry. He was sure that his goat 
could not annoy anybody. Other men and 
women appeared who kept goats according 
to the code laid down by sanitary experts. 
The goats were declared to be necessary to 
furnish healthful refreshment for the babies 
of Pasadena. A child reared on the strength- 
ening milk of a thousand-dollar Saanen nan- 
ny would probably live 100 years and grow 
into a millionaire. The goat was the savior 
of the republic and, instead of being ban- 
ished, should have a box stall in the City 
Hall and his picture on the municipal seal. 
There was forceful and eloquent protest 
against the plen to declare the goat an out- 
law. 


Then the health department was heard 
from. The scientists said that the goat at- 
tracted flies and was a breeder of disease. 
Any person who harbored a goat was tak- 
ing to his arms the angel of death. If a 
man associated with & goat he would at 
once be seized with racking pains in the 
region of the diaphragm. He would have 
a feeling of lassitude and dark spots would 
flutter before his eyes. In a few hours he 
would become a raving maniac—either that 
or he would be afflicted with lumbago, in- 
somnia and housemaid’s knee. At any rate, 
a goat was more dangerous than an empty 
gun. Its milk did not contain 2.75 per cent 
of nourishment and any value it might 
have was quite overcome by its unsanitary 
habits. 

Such was the apparent judgment of the 
municipal health department. 

The war is stil) raging. The champions 


of the goats are becoming as assertive as. 


their flocks. There are goats in Pasadena 
for whose ownership as much as $1000 has 
been paid. These are of the William J. 
Bryan species. There are lady goats-—fa- 
mous milkers, worth $500 a head. It is 
urged that these perfumed specimens should 
not be considered in the same class with 
the unkempt and plebeian herd of “the goat- 
woman.” It looks as if the ordinance would 
have to be repealed or amended. There are 
blooded Angoras in Pasadena for whom the 
owners are prepared to battle to the utter- 
most. The new administration will not 
be suffered to get their goats without a 
struggle. On the other hand, there are 
those who are determined to drive out the 
goat, even if it has the voice of a Melba, 
the fragrance of Iilac blossoms and the 
manners of a Chesterfield.

CPANISH TRIBULATIONS. 

Spain stayed out of the war and Spain's 
profiteers waxed prosperous. Theoretically, 
Spain was fortunate in her neutrality, yet 
today her plight is more unhappy even than 
that of France or Belgium. For Spain failed 
to pass through the cleansing fires, failed 
of the great exaltation of sacrifice, failed 
in the great compensating heroisms and 
self-denials which made the war an epoch 
in the history of other nations. 

Spain's sugar trust, shipping trust, food 
trusts all reaped amazing profits during the 
war. Her banks were bursting with money. 
Her prices ran way ahead of even the high- 
est prices in the countries of the Allies. 
She had no vast war appropriations to pro- 
vide. Yet her post-war budget, five years 
delayed, announces a deficit of 560,000,000 
pesetas. Her 1915 budget totaled 1,465,000.- 
000 pesetas—which at that time staggered 
the poorest and worst-governed of all the 
European nations. Yet the 1920 budget has 
nearly doubled this total. 

The new necessary taxation will bring 
Spain's quota as high as that of any nation 
that went to war. And her labor ifs still 
among the worst-paid, her peoples are un- 
employed and starving in thousands and her 
civil service employees the poorest-paid of 
any nation. According to various authorita- 
tive correspondents Spain is without good 
roads, 3,000,000 of her children are without 
schools and about 12,000,000 of her natives 


are unable to read, write or calculate in the 


simplest figures. 

Under these circumstances it is no won- 
der that revolution and anarchy are raising 
their voices in Spain. 

To quote from an article in the Fort- 
nightly Review: The workers face a des- 
potism whose deeds have never been fully 


| explained to foreigners. Indeed, it ts doubt- 


ald. 


ful whether foreigners would credit them 
as twentieth-century facts. The automatic 
suspension of the jury system and the con- 
stitutional guaranties; the arbitrary muz- 
zling of the press; the employment of spies 
and agents provocateurs and the calling out 
of all forces—the Seguridad and the Vigi- 
lancia, the special constables and the regu- 
lar army—here are some of the drastic 
measures which in a moment convert Spain 
into an armed camp. . And here in 
our own day frightful tortures have been 
inflicted to elicit confessions or implicate 
suspects in cases of political crime. .. . 
Anything is ble in Spain. One day the 
proletarian blast will blow and we shall find 
ourselves swept from end to end, as the 
sirocco sweeps the desert dunes.” 

Thus fair, sunny Spain is shown to be in 
the throes of an incredibly rotten govern- 
ment, dominated by a vicious political ma- 
chipe whose days must surely be numbered. 
It is easy to picture how fertile such soll 
must prove to the seeds of Bolshevism. Al- 
ready three of her fairest provinces are 
alive with anarchy, the cry of revolution is 
heard everywhere. For the masses of her 
people have nothing to lose and everything 
to gain by a terrible upheaval. Life has 
become insupportable for them, and not all 
the personal charms of King Alfonso can 
compensate them for the horrors perpetrat- 
ed by his government. Spain is convulsed 
with strikes, simply because her people can- 
not live. Large families are the rule, yet 
necessaries are cornered and manipulated, 
prices are incredible—and the administra- 


tion takes no heed other than calling out 


all forces of the crown against the starving. 

This, then, is the picture of Spain, the 
country which remained neutral during the 
war, which reaped the profits and suffered 
none of the horrors. She was envied by 
many during that period—and with a wor- 
thy government she should now hold the 
strongest and most prosperous position in 
all Europe. Yet her plight is as bad as that 
of Russia—Russia, which suffered all things, 
both from the external and the internal foe. 
Spain had no enemies but her own govern- 
ment, which promptly exploited every war 
measure for che crushing of the people. 

Correspondents everywhere are assuring 
the world that terrible events are brewing 
in Spain, that when the storm breaks it 
will be one of the worst in history. Killings 
are already of daily occurrence—the killing 
of employers, the killing of workers. The 
government, we are assured, has lost its 
opportunity; the time has passed when it 
could stem the rising tide of revolution. 
The King seems to be helpless, although 
credited with Herculean efforts towards re- 
form. Cabinet ministers cannot walk abroad 
without guards. A seething fury reigns— 
and the governments waits behind armed 
forces, waiting terror-stricken, but not con- 
science-stricken, for the blood to flow. 

The next few months will show. Those 
who have the greatest faith in Spain's san- 
ity predict a new republic after a brief up- 
heaval and normal readjustment. Those 
who fear the worst see chaos and Bolshev- 
ism rampant for a decade to come. But no 


one believes that the present monarchy and 


the present form of government can sur- 
vive, no matter what reforms they may 
elect to institute in their desperation. King 
Alfonso is the next monarch scheduled 
retire to private life. 8

But it was all brought to pass 
in the minds of the engineers before 
the workmen blew the mountains 
apart with dynamite. The thing was 
brought to pass mentally before it 
was brought to pass materially. Re- 
membering this will help us keep 
the balance in estimating the value 
of the work and the workman. What 
a mistake the president of the road 
would have made had he said. “We 
want men who bring things to pass,“ 
and had missed in his thinking the 
engineers, the chemists, the survey- 
ors and had considered only the 
workmen who used pick and shovel 
and who lighted the dynamite fuses. 
It was all potentially brought to pass 
in the minds and in the invisible 


thinking of the engineers and sur- 


veyors and financiers before the dy- 


namite bombing began in the moun- 
tains.

Some of us are almost crazed 
by mere bulk. This makes us lose 
balance and perspective. It leads us 
into misreckoning as to who's who 
and what's what.

We are in dan- 
ger of forgetting that it is a tiny 
insect which, drop by drop, gathers 
and stores our tons of honey. We 
lose Our balance when we fail to re- 
member that the little is as impor- 
tant as the big. We must continue 
to deal more with microbes than we 
do with elephants. No matter how 
big the circle, it is made of the 
merest points. No generalization 
brings any large thing to pass with- 
out dealing with the little. 


Surely, we must have men who 
bring things to pass, but let us give 
due consideration to the invisible 
workers in the process. What would 
Dewey have done at Manila Bay 
without the stokers who struggled 
out of sight? Napoleon died mur- 
muring, “Head of the army, head of 
the army.“ but what could he have 
done. without the faithful foot of the 
army. It is the million littles that 
make the general's “bigs.” We often 
see the names of the big men at the 
head of the great factories, but we 
fail to remember the workers out of 
sight whose toil constitutes the very 
soul of the enterprise. These mod- 
est and invisible workers are help 
ing to bring the mighty things to 
pass. Without the little man (onty 
he is not so little) what could the big 
man bring to pass’? It’s the little 
men that boost the big men. How 
important to remember that! 


We read in a dusty old book that 


Benedict Arnold was one of the 
mightiest factors in winning the 
Battle of Saratoga. He was a bril- 
liant manager and a daring soldier, 
but the commanding officer ignored 
him. This stung his

country, So it is that the proud 
statues of Morgan and Gates and 
Schuyler stand in their respective 
niches, while the niche which was 
‘intended for Arnold is empty, and 
in that loneliness the Spiders spin 
their webs. Only an iron boot is on 
that battlefield to mark where Ar- 
nold was wounded in the knee. Yet 
the writer in the old book telle us 
that Arnold was the veritable “Phil 
Sheridan” of that historic Battle of 


Saratoga which Creasy lists as one | 


of the “Fifteen Decisive Batties” of 
the world, up to that time. In that 
historic struggle what could the big 
general have done had it not been 
for the private soldiers? Was it not 
they who brought that great victory 
to pass? We would not snatch the 
crown from any brow that ought to 


wear it, but we need to look a little 


more deeply into this popular say- 
ing. Briüging Things to Pass.” Who 
is really who, and what is what? 

It is also well for us to remember 
that nothing is really big in 
worthy sense, unless it has a big and 
worthy principle at its base. It was 
the Christ sitting over against the 
treasury who measured the. bigness 
of the gift by the size of the giver’s 
spirit. Did He not say of that gen- 
erous soul who cast in a mere trifle, 
“She hath cast in more than they 
all?” It was that same Infinite Wis- 
dom who also said, “A man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth.” 
That is a valuable recall to us of 
this day. We are too much intoxt 
cated by “Things.” We are in need 
of a new and true appraisement of 
the principles under and back of 
things. For it is only by the correct 
and true principle that we shall be 
able to bring any worth- while thing 
permanently to pass. 

Bringing things to pass is the chief 
business of live men, but what, how, 
when and where—these are the per- 
tinent questions. As the World War 
was brought to pass by a false prop 
aganda, so a lasting world peace 
must be brought to s by a true 
educational propagan Armaments 
have been brought to pass by a wick- 
ed and outworn notion of national 
and international relationships. N 
disarmament must be brought 
pass by the right and new idea of 
all human relationships. Milftarism 
as a system or a philosophy can 
never minister to the mutual inter- 
ests of nations and peoples. It.is a 
creed outworn. It is an exploded 
political philosophy. We are enter- 
ing upon the larger day of disman- 
tled guns and rusted swords. The 
heart of the world repents its inf- 
nite sins of war. It is in the largest 
interest of mankind that a perma 
nent peace among all peoples shall 
be brought to pass as speedily as 
If cursing hate is burning yet, 

It men there be wo can’t forget, 
Then make love's fires hotter still, 
Till they shall burn away the fll; 


To love becomes the largest men, 


To hate befits the tiger’s den; 
Let taunts and threats and boastings 


cease, 
And let the nations come to peace.

The 
War Department also closed its eyes 
for a considerable period after the 
armistice, not wishing to work a 
hardship on officers whose pay, at 
best. is none too good. But regula- 
tions are in force again, and Uncle 
Sam's men are back in uniform.

Los ANGELES, June 1.—Ques- 
tion: I am sending you with this 
two samples of clay. No. 1 is 
white and occurs in ledge form 
| with a heavy overburden. No. 2, the 
Fray. occurs right on the surface, 
with no overburden. They both 
| dissolve readily in water and 
the quantities obtainable are prac- 
tieally inexhaustible. The locality 
of deposits is on the Colorado River, 


I have had all sorts of names sug- 
gsted; for the white, infusoria! 
earth, kaolin, chalk, ete. For the 
gray sample, fire-clay, soapstone, 
pot-clay, fuller’s earth, and so 
forth. I am so confused that I do 
not know what to call them and 
have decided to ask you to kindly 
help me out and inform me through 
your columns what they are. Have 
either or both of them any com- 
mercial value? For what purposes 
could they be used. D. 

Answer: Sample No. 1 is a good 
grade of colloidal clay suitable as 
paper clay and for pottery. No. 2 
is likewise an aluminum silicate, and 
it carries a fairly high per cent of 
lime carbonate. We notice some 
little iron present and it is probable 
that, in time, a suitable plant for 
cement manufacture will be installed 
at the locality.
